If one reads that ‘‘the re- 
mains of John Smith vent through in 
a leaden coffia by express last night,“ 
he cannot suppose the item to mean 
that John Smith's soul was being 
transported. “Mortal” as applied to 
remains“ is as superfluous as wet 
applied to “water. The word bre 
mains” itself conveys the idea of mor- 
tality. Then drop from it the useless 
and absurd adjective. The word needs 
no prop.

About 1 o'clock Sunday morning, 
Win. McCleod was shown to a room in 
Merrill's Metrepolitan Hotel. He 
was perfectly sober, and when told to 
turn off the gas and not to blow it out 
when he went to bed, he answered 
that he knew all about gas and had 
occupied the same rom three months 
ago. At 8:30 a. ., a boy employed 
ab -ut the hou-e cane down te the of- 
fice aud reported that a strong mel!

room, that the door was locked and 
McLeod could net be aroused. Sus- 
pecting something wrong, the clerk, 
accomp mied by another man, got out 
on the bale my and entered his room 
by the window. They found the gas 
turned on with the cock wide open, 
the window closed, and the transom 
shut. McLeod was lying in the bed, 
dead, bis body still warm and moist 
with perspiration.

THE CORONER'S INQUEST, 


was held Sunday and the verdict 
rendered was “accidental death.” The 
deceased was about forty years old 
and was a lumber contractor, usually 


living at Verdi. He was familiarly 
known as Sandy. It is believed that 
he has no relatives on the coat. 
Some say he has cousins at Truckee, 
but others deny that he has any rela- 
tives on the coast at all. If he has, 
the authorities here have not 
been iuformed of their existence.

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THE DRACON-FLY. 


An lIasect that Lives Two Lives--One 
in the Water and One in the Air-- 
It Marvelous Metamorphesis--In- 
credible Voracity and Swiftness of 
Flight.

The dragon fly is commonly kaown in 
America as the Devil’s Darning 
Needle. 

Nover was 4 more appropriate name 
than that of Dragon-fly, which has 
been applied toa well known group 
of insects. Like the dragons of fable. 
tae dragon-flies are very veraciou-, 
po verful, strong-jawel, fi ro. and 
do ifter in air than on land. 
dragon- flies are even more 
thin the dragons, for they have been 
dragons of the water as well as of 
land, and pursued their prey beneath 
the waves as swiftly as through the 
air. There are meny dertructive 
crvatures in the world feed 
Upon living prey, but there are none 
which are more voracious or destruc- 
tive than the dragon- flies. Broadly, 
the life of the dragon fly may be de- 
vided into two uvegual parts, the 
longer portion of its existence being 
spent in the water, and the shorter 
portion on land. Whether it be 
aquatic or terrestrial, it is equally fe- 
rvcious, and, as we shall see, is equal- 


ly fittea fur the purpose 01 
PREYING UPON OTHER CREATURES.

he little creature grows with great 
rapidity, and for convenience sake, 
we will pass over the first few months 
of its life, until it reaches the length 
of an inch and a half, or thereabouts. 
It is of a pale greyisa brown color, 
with a few dark spots and bars; and 
when taken out of the water, only 
struggles vaguely in its attempts to 
ercape, without giving the least 
indication of its wonderful 
structure and siogular habits. 
Unlike the moths und buttertlys, 
whose change from the larval to the 
pupal state is so strongly marked iu 
the caterpillar and chrystlis, the pupa 
of the dragon-fly differs little extern. 
ally from that of the larva, except 
that the two prejections on the back 
which couceal the future wings 
are larger and more distinct. 
I: is as voracious as ever, but towards 
the middle of sunimer i: becomes 
mre langnid in its movements, cares 
less ard less for food. and at last ceases 
t» eat altogether. Meanwhile, a won- 
derful change has been taking place 
in its breathing apparatus —its gi'l- 
fail to extract oxygen from the water, 
aud it feels that it must breathe air or 
die. It makes its way to any object 
which projects out of the water, pre- 
ferring a reed or sedge if it can be 
fund. Slowly it crawls upwards, fur 
ics legs ard quickly stiffening, and at 
last it reaches a suitable height above 
the water; here it stops and awaits its 
e-cape from bondage. The skin rapid- 
ly dries when out „f the water. 


THE INSECT STRUGGLES FOR SREATH, 


and in its struggles the dry skin is 
split along the back, and for the first 
time in its life the dragon-fly breathes 
the air for which it haslonged. New 
strength comes with every respiration, 
and before very long the insect can 
extend the rent in the skin and draw 
out its head. Presently, the legs are 
drawn from their former coverings 
like swords from their scabbards, the 
feet are used as they are freed, and 
goon the whole upper part of the drag- 
on fly is released. The wings, which 
are us yet nothing but thick, soft, and 
apparently solid masses, are freed 
from their coverings, and by degrees 
the whole insect is withdrawo from 
the empty shell, which is left cling 
ing with its hollow and now tran-par- 
ent legs to the plant up which the 
pops had climbed. If possible, the 
dragon-fly will find a foetholhi on a 
neighboring stem or leaf, and will 
then be able to extricate itself more 
quickly. The last segment of the 
xbdomen is then drawn out of the ap 
erature, and the insect is finally re- 
leased. The empty skin is not in the 
least injured except by the rent in the 
back. The jointed mask still remains 
in its place, together with its jaws. 
The eyes seem still to be there, the 
feet retain their hold so firmly, that if 
the cast skin be wanted as aspecimen, 
the plant can be cut off, dried and, 
pain with the clinging skin, pla- 
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insect are 


in a suitable case. When thus re- 
ensed, the dragon-fly is at first help- 
less, and its wings give no promise of 
their future beauty. They are, how- 
ever, permeated with air tubes, and at 
every respiration the air is forced iuto 
them, so as gradually aud slowly to 
loosen the many folds in which they 
had been packed. By degrees a trem- 
ulous motion shows itself, und the 
wings begin to show like sails un- 
furled. After a period varying acebid- 
ing tothe warmth and dryness of the 
day, the wings are opened te their 
full extent, and the dragon-fly darts 
off, to be as fierce and voracious in 
tle air as it had been in the water. 


ITS PUWEE OF WING IS MARVELOUS, 


There is a well-known anecdote of a 
swallow chasing a dragon-fly into a 
greenhouse, and vainly endeavoring to 
catch it, in spite of the confined space 
which prohibited the full use of its 
wings. Its voracity is almost appall- 
ing. A large butterfly, when caught, 
is gone directly. The dragon-fly crum 
ples up the body of its victim in its 
powerful jaws, aod, though the wings 
are geverally allowed to fall, a part of
